On the 6th January, 1972, a patrol of the Isl Battalion of 
Manipur Rillcs, w;;.-, delailed from Eukha?nbi, an outpost of 
the battalion, to .search out a gang of armed hostiles who 
were reported to be in the neighbouring area. The patrol 
searched for the gang in a number of villages but without 
any success. When the patrol was returning to their base 
Lukhambi and were descending a steep footpath near village 
Songphel Khunou, it was ambushed by the hostiles who fired 
on them with automatic weapons. Shri Songkhosat was the 
lending scout of the patrol. Ho sustained a bullet iniury 
just above his abdomen on the left side a.s a result of which 
he was seriously wounded. Without caring for his injury, 
Shri Songkho.ial crawled towards one of the positions from 
where the hostiles were firing.

In his further attempt to dislodge the 
hostiles from their positions, the leading scout fell uncons- 
cious due to c.xcessive bleeding. Shri Paokam who was the 
isecond scout of the patrol, without caring for the bullets, 
rushed to the place where the injured Naik had collapsed and 
brought him to a safe place.

On the 26ih October, 1971, duo to torrential rains, a 
jungle stream flowing by the .side of Arapalayam village in 
Maudrai Dislricl breached its bank as a result of which the 
village was completely surrounded with flood water and the 
access roads to the village on its eastern and western sides 
were breached. While the Arapalalayam road on the western 
side of the village wiw breached at two places, the Mccnak- 
chiptiram Road on the eastern side of the village was breach- 
ed at one place. The Tallakulam Fire Station were requested 
lo render assistance for the rc.scuc of the persons marooned 
in Arapalayam village, A rescue parly of 1 1 persons was 
sent lo the village along the Arapalayam road but they were 
stopped at the site of the first breach on the road. The cur- 
rent of the water was very strong. Shri Sankaran Bodagar 
volunteered to swim across the breach with a rope to serve 
as a guideline lo en.ible the rescue party to reach the other 
side of the breach along the guideline. With one end of the 
rope lied around his waist Shri Sankaran Bodagar swam 
across the breach which was Sty wide and on reaching the 
other side, he tied it to a tree available nearby. With the 
help of this guideline the other members of the re.scue party 
eros.seJ the breach. The rescue parly was again slopped at 
the second breach but here again Shri Sankaran Bodagar 
volunteered himself to swim across the breach and onaMed 
the rescue parly lo cross this breach as well. On reaching 
the village, the rescue' parly decided to rescue the villagers 
through the road on the eastern side of the village. But here 
again, the rescue parly found that there was another breach 
on the road which was 40' wide, Shri Sankaran Bodagar 
crossed this breach as well and lied the rope around the tree 
available on the other side of the breach to serve as a guide- 
line with the help of which the enlire population of the vtflage- 
numbering about 200 was rescued and evacuated lo village 
Meenakchipuram.
